and burning them, reserving enough 
of the* best to make into rails with 
which to enclose the fields.

To admit that a judge 
or jury should be influenced or directed by elements outside the 
court room is to lay down a rule of conduct that would be a tru- 
v«sty on justice, and substitute popular passion for the law of 
evidence.

There was nothing but a 
crude wagon road leading- from this 
village out toward the newly cleared 
faun, and it was not much traveleo 
only by the Bloom family and those 
who were clearing out farms, a fow 
mile.s beyond, ciittinjr the huge

tr%es, rolling them up in large heaps 
and burning them, reserving enough 
of the* best to make into rails with 
which to enclose the fields.
